A DENIAL. 

Col. Roosevelt also denied a report 
that he had offered the nomination 
for the Vice-Presidency to Judge Ben 

Lindsey of Denver. 

“Last night it was Heney to whom 
I had offered the Vice-Presidency,” 
he said; “today it is Judge Lindsey. 
The fact that I have not offered the 

lace to any human being is utterly 
rrelevant. If the convention nom- 
mates me for President, it certainly 
won't wish to have me name the 
Vice-President. That must be done 
by the people. The convention will 
decide.” 

Referring again to the trust prob- 
lem, Col. Roosevelt said the platforms 
of the Democratic and Republican 
parties had failed to grasp the situa- 
tion that confronts the country. 

“The Sherman anti-trust law „as 
on the statute books for years,” he 
said. “and ic never was enforced un- 
til I became President. I said in 
my messages and speeches that the 
law was wrong, but that as long as it 
was a law, I would enforce it.“ 

TRUST ISSUE. 

„It was one of the laws which was 
never meant to be enforced rigidly, 
and if the Democratic or Republican 
parties should go into power and at- 
tempt to live up to their pledges it 
would work great harm. It strictly 
enforced, the law would do much 
damage to unoffending persons, such 
as farmers who have formed co-oper- 
ative associations. It is my opinion 
that only by administrative 
control, exercised through the na- 
tional government, could the r 
be handled rightly.” 

THE TARIFF. 

As for the tariff, Col. Roosevelt said 
the Democratic party had gone on 
record in favor of free entry of the 
necessaries of life. 

“Of course, the first person that 
— policy would harm would de 

tha W he continued. 

“The Democratic party could do 
only one of two things: It might 
wink at its tariff plank and admit that 
it was written for campaign purposes 
only, or it might attempt to enforce 
it, which would mean ruin to the 
country.” 

FREE TRADE. 

Free trade, he said, would be s0 
disastrous that the country would soon 
come back to the principle of protec- 
tion. Should free trade be adopted, 
he said, it would be possible for the 
moneyed interests of this country to 
build up great industries in China and 
Japan and take advantage of the 
cheap labor there, and import the 
products into this country, to under- 
sell domestic ds. 

“I am not sure,” he continued, “that 
the tariff is the chief factor in the 
high cost of living. So far as I can 
see, the articles that have gone u 
in price most are butter, eggs an 
meat. Butter and eggs, of course, 
are not affected by the tariff. In 
regard to meat, I think that it is 
less the tariff than the trusts that 
have caused high prices.”

The planting was delaved 
a little this vear to avoid - conflict 
with the Imperial Valley. but the 
growers say their crops never looked 
more promising, and in general all 
crops in this valley have been of the

Board of Freeholders Also De- 
cides to Recommend that Board of 
Education Be Made Over to Con- 
sist of Nine Members, Who Shall 
Serve Without Pay. : 


The two features of interest in the 
meeting of the City Board of Free- 
holders last night were the decision 
to recommend that the Board of Edu- 
cation be made a body of nine mem- 
bers, to serve without pay, and the in- 
sertion in the proposed charter of a 
provision whereby the city shall 
supervise charities that appeal to the 
public for funds, 

The subject of municipal supervision 
of charities was presented by officers 
of the Conference of Social Workers of 
Los Angeles, Rev. Mr. Marshall of 
St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral, and Secre- 
tary Sewell of the Associated Chart- 
ties, being the speakers. 

They urged that a commission be 
formed under the provisions of the 
new charter to have general super- 
vision of all charities that appeal to 
the public for funds, the province of 
this commissio to be the super- 
vision of all charities conducted by the 
city itself; the investigation of all 
others as provided above: the supres- 
sion of fraudulent charities, and the 
indorsement of others that are worthy, 
at the same time using its efforts to 
work out a comprehensive system of 


overlapping that now exists in some 
lines, while closing up the gaps in 
other lines. 

Instances of the need of working 
to some general system were shown 
when the speakers cited the fact that 
at present Los Angeles has more than 
sixty institutions doing work for the 
children, while there are crying needs 
for charitable work in other lines that 
are not touched. 

An interesting point for the prop- 
erty owner was that of the adoption 
of a section providing that the annual 
tax receipt shall contain a statement of 
all charges, liens or claims of the city 
or any public contractor against the 
property, so that the owner may know 
exactly the situation the property is in. 
and not be subject to loss of property 
or extra expense by lack of knowledge 
of assessments, as is now sometimes 
the case.

Francisco Is Ruled Out of

Inapropos—S pirited Protest Avails Naught.

AN FRANCISCO, July 5.-—Equal 
suffrage was smothered as an issuec 
in the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs today and cannot 
come up for general discussion again 
until the next biennial in 1914. An 
unexpected motion by Mrs. Charlies 
Farwell Edson of Los Angeles, that 
the convention go on record in favor 
of suffrage was offered from the floor 
and ruled out of order by the chair. 
Mrs. Philip N. Moore of St. Louis. 
the retiring president, ruled that all 
motions must come before the con- 
vention from the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. She explained that the pur- 
pose of the federation was to educate 
women in all things looking to their 
betterment and that the present sense 
of the committee was that Mrs. Ed- 
non's resolution would tend to make 
that work more difficult and therefore 
was ill-advised. 
SPIRITED PROTEST. 

Mrs. Washburn of Washington 
protested spiritedly against the de- 
Cision of the chair. The ballot, she 
said, would be “a tool in the hands of 
women to shape legislation for their 
own help and their children’s” by the 
weight it would carry with State leg- 
islatures. 

At the height of the discussion, 
Mrs. Mary Garrett 1 president of 
the New York Equal Suffrage League, 
caused a surprise by introducing « 
resolution to modify the procedure 
of electing officers. Despite protests. 
her motion was ruled in order and 
adopted. It provides for simplified 
elections. 

Mrs. Frederick Nathan of New 
York, president of the National Con- 
sumers’ League, sharply questioned 
the chair’s right to recognise one mo- 
tien and throw out the other. 

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED.

The Mana is a 250-ton motor auxil-

Immense platforms, formed of 
atones fitted together with cement, 
have been erected on the island fac.

On the land side of these platforms 
there are broad terraces, also of stone, 
bearing the pedestals on which stood 
huge figures carved out of lava from 
an extinct crater’ miles away. Most 
of these images have been thrown 
down, but there are 6555 of them in 
2 -fiVe square miles of the 
lad. The figures extend down te 

the hips, and the faces represent a 
receding forehead, a broad adz-like 
nose, thin lips and a powerful chin. 
One of the smaller statues of Easter 
Island, eight feet high, is now in the 
British Museum, having been brought 
back by H. M. 8. Topaze, which visited 
the island in 1868. 


and the only ancient toal found is a 
stone chisel, with which it would have 
been impossible to execute such 
colossal work. To drag the statues 
from the crater-workshops over hill 
and dale to the platforms must have 
required a far larger population than 
this island (with very scanty supplies 
of fresh water) could support. Some 
of the colossi weigh 250 tons, and it 
would have needed modern engineer- 
ing appliances to move some of them.

J. Bunz. a grading contractor and 
county road overseer, was shot and 
killed this afternoon at 1:10 o'clock 
by William Wright, or “Bill” Wright, 
as he is known, a familiar character 
about town. 

Bunz was working with two of. his 
men. Charles Fine asd John Scott, 
grading off several vacant lots ad- 
joining the Pacific Electric freight 
station on Pacific avenue, when the 
report of a gun was heard, and Buns 
fell. As he dropped to the ground 
he said: “God, old Bill's shot me!” 
He died a moment later. Fine, to 
whom he was talking when the 
Was fired, ran to assist the falling 
man, who died in his arms. 

Fine and Scott both saw the smoke 
from the gun coming from a hole in 
the tent house occupied by Wright. 
who came from the shack and was 
at once seized by thetwo men. Hearing 
the report of the gun, a number of 
citizens ran to the scene, and Wright, 
denying he knew the cause of his ar- 
rest, Was taken into custody by Of- 
cers Guthrie and McNay 

Bunz was about eee feet 
from the Wright shack when shot, 
and the shot penetrated his back and 
right side, entering the lung. About 
a dozen holes were found in his body 
from the buckshot that was used by 
Wright. 

The cause of the murder was pos- 
migsappréhension on the part 

right, who thought that Buns 
and his men were working on his 
land, which he claims by right of 
pre-emption, as he “squatted” upon 
the land twenty-seven years ago, 
for the town was built. 

Recently Wright, who is considered 
half-crazy by many, has become in-

He says there 
would be no reason for him to kill 
Bunz. He appears to be half drunk 
and mutters to himself in the cell 
where he has been placed. He was 
formerly an expert carpenter and 


roofed the old Hotel Redondo whenit 


it was built. Of late years, he has 
sharpened saws and fished for a M- 
ing. He was called “Razzie-Dazzle”

Widow 
Without Remarrying. 


Starts Win “Mies” as 


Adopted Daughter. 


To Start a Girls’ Farming 
College Here. 

By a strange and romantic meta- 
morphosis of names Mrs. Elizabeth 
Murray Newman, a charming young 
widow residing at the Hotel Astoria, 
this city, yesterday became Miss 
Elizabeth Murray Coffin and the 
heiress of millions with which she is 
to conduct many philanthropic in- 
stitutions in the United States. One, 
and perhaps the chief, of which is to 


be an industrial farm and an agri- | 


cultural college for young women ‘to 
be located near Los Angeles. 

The peculiar manner in which this 
rich transformation took place was 
through the adoption of Mrs. New- 


man. who is now Miss Coffin, by Lo- 


renzo 8. Coffin, aged 89 years, 
whose career, as indicated by Who's 
Who in America” for 1910 and 11, 
is that of one of the remarkable phil- 
anthropists of the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries. 

Th curious rise. of Miss Coffin 
from newspaper woman and maga- 
sine editor to daughter and heiress of 
a millionaire and the director of his 
fortune in thropic enter- 
prises is no more romantic and prom- 
les a career of no greater unsel- 
fishness than the life led by the old 
man who adopted her. Withal it is 
an exemplification of the saying that 
“truth is stranger than fiction.” 

TEACHER OF GARFIELD. 

Coffin was born on a New Hamp- 
shire farm April 9, 1823. He took a 
preparatory course at Oberlin College 
and then went to teach in Geauga 
Seminary, New York, where among 
his pmpils who later became distin- 
guished were James A. Garfield and 
Secretary Randolph, who later be- 
came the wife of the martyred Presi- 
Gent. Serving through the Civil War 
as a private and later as a sergeant, 
Coffin finally became chaplain of the 
Thirty-second Iowa Volunteer Infan- 
try. He had enlisted’ in Iowa de- 
cause he was homesteading a land 
claim in that State when the Civil 
War was pr Afterward he 
preached for n years and then 
took up a long and brilliant career of 
reform work among railroads and 
railroad men. His first work of this 
nature was as a member of the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
Iowa from 1883 to 1888. Then he 
became the author of the State and 


national legislation compelling the 


adoption. of safety appliances in 
coupling cars and running trains. By 
doing this it is estimated that he has 
been instrumental! in saving thousands 
of lives and to this day he goes aboyt 
the country making speeches on the 
necessity of improvements in life- 
8 1 devices in railroad operation. 
lesser philanthropies have 
—— many. He organized the White 
Button temperance movement among 
railroad men and was the first presi- 
dent of the Railroad Temperance As- 
sociation. Near Chicago he founded 
and still maintains a home for aged 
and disabled railroad men. He is 
also president of the State Anti-sa- 
loon League of Iowa. and on his b 
estate at Ft. Dodge he has founde 
Hope Hall as a home for discharged 
convicts. He was the Prohibition 
nominee for Governor of Iowa in 
1907 and the United Christian party's 
nominee for Vice-President of the 
United States in 1908. 
DAUGHTER OF SENATOR. 
Miss Coffin, who was Mrs. New- 
man, is the daughter of the late Sen- 
ator Murray of Iowa. She first met 
Coffin in Chicago more than a year 
ago when she was interested in so- 
cial settlement work in that city. She 
is known in the newspaper field in 
Chicago and other eastern cities for 


her special articles on social settle- 


ment work. She is also the author 


of a long series of short stories and 


of beautiful lyric verse. An admirer 
of her poetry is James Whitcomb 
Riley. 

When he first met her Coffin 
wanted her to associate herself with 
him in establishing an agricultural 
college for women in Iowa, to be con- 
ducted in connection with the uni- 
versity of that State. Her health not 
being the best in the Middle West 
she decided a few months ago to 
answer a call to become associate 
editor of the West Coast Magazine 
in this city. Here her health was 
rapidly restored and here Coffin came 
to visit her. Instantly he was capti- 
vated by Los Angeles. He had 
thought his health good in Iowa, but 
he felt immediately that it would de 
far better here, and he at once fell 
in sympathy with the plan of his 
now-adopted daughter to locate their 
agricultural college for women in or 
near this city. Her adoption fol- 
lowed and they will make their per- 
manent home here, although Coffin's 
interests will keep him elsewhere a 
part of his time. 

Twice before in his life Coffin has 
adopted daughters, but the young 
women are now both dead and his 
only living relatives are of the re- 
motest kinship. He desires to have 
his many good works continued in 
his name and Miss Coffin is to do 
everything possible within her power 
to see that his wishes are executed 
as long as she shall live. This will 
be easy for her since she has always 
cared for works of this character.

The title given to our lesson is that 
of “Malignant Unbelief.” 
wholly inaccurate, but it is somewhat 
unfortunate in that it is partial, for 
it fastens attention upon the unbelief 
of the Pharisees, and leaves out of 
count the unbelief of His friends, 
which is — to ip the para- 

nh appoin as lesson. 

an golden text is also partial in 
the same sense. We shall certainly 
lone some of the values of our lesson 
unless we recognize the two mani- 
festations of unbelief. Of course, it 
is perfectly true that in some senses 
unbelief is always malignant, wheth- 
er it be that of friend or foe, but 
there is a distinction to be made. 

Let us take time to examine the 
two manifestations which we have in 
the story. And first we will take the 
unbelief of His friends. In order that 
we may do so, it is necessary that 
we notice carefully the connection be- 
tween verses 21 and 31, in our story. 
In the first of these we have a state- 
ment of the attitude of His friends 
they heard of the 
Consider- 
ing that He was beside Himeelf, they 
went forth to lay hold on Him. 
verse 31 we have an account of the 
arrival of His mother, and His breth- 
ren, undoubtedly those referred to in 
the previous verse, as His friends. In 
the interval between their starting 
out and their arrival, the manifesta- 
tions of unbelief on the part of the 
Pharisees had taken place. 

Considering first the unbelief of His 
friends, let us notice what they heard 
about Him. That is chronicled in the 
words, “the multitude ‘cometh to- 
gether again, so that they could not 
so much as eat bread.” The report 
of this reached His friends, and they 
came deliberately to the conclusion 
that He was beside himself, that is, 
that He was allowing His enthusiasm 
to carry Him beyond the bounds of 
propriety, and that it was necessary 
that He should be restrained. Act- 
ing upon this conviction, they im- 
mediately set forth in order to carry 
out this intention. Now this was the 
action of unbelief, not wilfully malig- 
nant, for unquestionably it was borne 
of affection for Him, but it was ig- 
norantiy malignant. Of course the 
supposition is an idle one, but for the 
sake of argument let it be supposed 
that He had yielded to the constraint 
of their love. Such yieldink would have 
meant the abandonment of His work. 
As we have said, the supposition is 
an idle one, and clear light ia. thrown 
upon their mistaken attitude by the 
words which the Lord spoke in ans- 
wer to the declaration that His 
Mother and His brethren were seek- 
ing for Him. He declared that the 
kinship of the men round about Him, 
who did the will ef God, was closer 
than that of any earthly relationship. 
Now these men were men of faith, 
men who believed in Him, and thus 
were able, as He declared of them 
subsequently, to continue with Him 
in His temptations. (Luke xxii. 28.) 

The central matter, however, of the 
ragraph is that of the malignant 
unbelief of His foes, as expressed in 
the criticism of the Jerusalem scribes. 
In Matthew's account the fact is re- 
corded that He cast out a demon, and 
thus gave occasion for the criticism 
which they offered, namely: That He 
cast out demons by Beelzebub, the 
prince of demons. The response of 
Jesus to that criticism declared that 
what they said was illogical, and, 
moreover, impossible. Illogical, fur a 
kingdom divided against itself carnot 
stand; and impossible, for the cast- 
ing out of a demon means that the one 
doing so is stronger than the one in

makes it evident that these men knew 
perfectly well how untrue their state- 
ment was. Theirs was indeed malig- 
nant unbelief. What they said was a 
lie; and they knew it; and the secret 
of their criticism was that of a. refusal 
to accept the inevitable deduction be- 


cause of personal animosity. The 
light was « ng round about them. 
They ref to obey it because they 


loved the darkness, and that because 
their own deeds were evil. Their pro- 
feased unbelief was based upon moral 
The words of Jesus to’ these men 


are very remarkable. First they 
were characterized by t and ten- 
der graciousness as e said, 4 


their sins shall be forgiven unto the 
sons of men, and their blasphemies 
wherewith soever they shall bias- 
pheme;" Matthew records Him as 
“Whosoever shall speak 
a word against the Son of 
shall be fergiven him.” That un- 
doubtedly is the thought in the state- 
ment as it is found in Mark. To this 
tender and patient announcement He 
added perhaps the most solemn warn- 
ing that ever fell from His lips in 
the words, “Whosoever shall bilas- 


pheme against the Holy Spirit hath | 


never forgiveness, but is guilty of an 
eternal sin.” This He said because 
they said, “He hath an unclean 
spirit.” So far their blasphemy had 
been blasphemy against Himself, and 
it might be forgiven; but He saw how 
near they were treading to the con- 
fines of refusing the testimony of the 
Spirit concerning Him, which would 
be the final method of God. To com- 
mit that sin would be to make im- 
possible any redemption. 

All this focussed for us in the 
Golden Text. Admit the fact of light, 
and then ize that to refuse to 
walk in hat light is to commit the 
last and irremediable sin. When, in 
order to continuity in evil practices, 
men love the darkness and refuse to 
submit themselves to the call of the 
light, they take up an attitude which 
brings them under the ultimate judg- 
ment, the final condemnation.

Yavapai county’s tofal assessed valu- 
ation, according to the returns made

This valuation of $18,672,985.40 is 
an increase of 56 per cent. over the 
assessment for 1911. The assess- 
ments on patented producing mines 
have been increased 300 per cent.; 
on railroads, 120 per cent.; telephone 
and telegraph lines, 100; railroad 
land grants, 70; private land grants, 
45; range cattle, 25; farm lands, 20. 
The tax roll for 1911 showed a total 
valuation of $11,942,525.

verse, 

“It seems to me,” he 

“that these rays (the Roentgen ) 
may have a possible way of transmit- 
ting intelligence which, with a few 
reasonable postulates, may supply the 
key to much that is obscure in psy- 
chical research. Let it be assumed 
that th rays, or rays of even higher 
frequen@, can pass into the brain 
and act on frome nervous center there, 
Let it be conceived that the brain con- 
tains a center which uses these rays 
as the vocal chords use sound vibra- 
tions (both being under the command 
of intelligence,) and sends them out 
with the velocity of light, to impinge 
on the receiving ganglion of another 
brain. In this same way the phenom- 
ena of telepathy and the transmis- 
sions of intelligence from one sensi- 
tive to another through long distances 
geem to come into the domain of law 
and can de grasped.” 

This, undoubtedly, is the explana- 
tion that most strongly commends it- 
self to those scientists who coura- 
geously acknowledge their belief in 
telepathy. Nor do they see any ob- 
jection to it in the fact that people 
apparently are affected by the fel- 
epathic impulse only at certain times. 
For the brain of both sender and 
receiver may concelvably. on the 
analogy of wireless telegraphy, be set 
to tranemit and receive telepathic 
communications only when attuned to 
vibrations of a certain amplitude. 


‘ istory Specimens. 

[Washington Star:] The final ship- 
ment of the extensive natural his- 
tory collection made by the Paul J. 
Rainey expedition in British Bast 
Africa, numbering about fourteen 
barrels and thirteen cases, has just 
been received at the United States 
National Museum, and is being un- 
packed in the taxidermy shops. The 
collection is of immense size, includ- 
ing some 4000 specimens, more than 
700 of which are those of large 


game. 

Edmund Heller has been the guest 
of Mr. Rainey on his African hunting 
trip, and accompanied the expedi- 
tion for the purpose of preserving the 
animals secured. Mr. Rainey has 
donated the entire collection to the 
Smithsonian Institution and the Na- 
tional Museum. While Mr. Heller 
had charge of the preservation of 
mammals in general, he paid 
attention to collecting carnivores and 
ungulates. 

In a Smithsonian publication, now 
in press, Mr. Heller describes twenty- 
four new species of African rodents 
found in the collection. During the 
trip Mr. Rainey granted Mr. Heller 
every opportunity to make a com-

Delinqnents and Criminals. 

W E ARE living in an era of transition. 

Old things are passing away, and many 
new things are coming into being. This is just 
as true in matters concerning statecraft, ethics 
and religion, as in the purely material realm of 
human activity. There are just as many new 
ideas in government procedure, in religious 
thought, and in philosophical conceptions as in 
the machinery in the mills, in the mines and on 
the farms of the country. 

There is nothing that escapes the attention of 
the reformers of our day. Tradition and author- 
ity have scarcely any standing in the world, and 
precedent is despised. Ours is a very bold gen- 
eration, as ready as Columbus was to start out 
over unmapped seas to look for new worlds of 
thought as he looked for continents. 


Among these transitions in practice and 
thought the dealing with criminals holds a con- 
spicuous place. It would be a dead world if 


i thing in human history if the world 
should all go backward. From ſong experience 
we have learned to discriminate between crimi- 
nals and delinquents. The old Draconian view 
of crime persisted up to almost our day in modi- 
fied form. The Greck lawgiver differed from 
Isaac Watts. The author of rhymes for children, 
while he inculcated the principe that “it is a sin 
to steal a pin,” yet also taught it is “much more 
to steal greater things.” The rhyme is bad, but 
it teaches sound doctrine. a8 

While in the home for endless ages feniency 
has been practiced toward the young, the mother 
cuddling the little thing in her arms and excus- 
ing him on the nd that “he is only a baby,” 
in courts of justice there was little disposition to 
condone crime committed for the first time by 


| thoughtless, inexperienced youth, any more than 


in the case of the hardened repeater in crime. 

We have learned better than that. The young 
are delinquents, the hardened repeater is a crimi- 
nal. We have juvenile courts, and detention 


homes, where an effort is made to reclaim the de- 


linquent, and with a good deal of success. Even 
with the hardened repeater there is a disposition, 
growing stronger every day, to give the culprit 
“one more chance,” and this does not prove a fail- 
ure in every case. , 

But the human mind never rests, and, swinging 
like the pendulum of the clock, goes from extreme 
to extreme. When Jesus of Nazareth preached 
his gospel of brotherhood and taught men to help 
one another, his disciples carried the doctrine to 
au extreme of absolute communism. That is ex- 
actly what led to the famous Ananias episode, 
with his false declaration as to how much he had 
got for his property. That was long ago, but the 
human mind quickly took cognizance of the ex- 
treme policy involved in communism, and Chris- 
tianity promptly rectified the mistake. 

It will be necessary for us to guard against a 
similar extreme in dealing with criminals, and to 
some extent in dealing with delinquents. In the 
case of the criminal it should never be forgotten 
that he is a criminal. There is no human being 
absolutely sane of mind, any more than there is 
one absolutely sound of body. Mental discases, 
just like those that are physical. run from un- 
important aberrations of mind to violent madness. 
It will searcely be disputed by any reflective per- 
som that the criminal was never quite sane. The 
stronger the tendency to commit crime, the 
Some disputa- 
tious persons may rise and declare that we are 
dealing with morals, not with intellects in these 
reflections. If morals and intellects are not the 
same thing they are exceedingly closely allied. 

Unless this funtlamental proposition is kept 
carefully in mind, the excellent movement toward 
reform in dealing with. criminals will not work 
well. The notion of trusting the hardened crimi- 
nal as implicitly as one would a carefully-trained 
child will not work. The criminal has been 
trusted and perhaps too much confidence led him 
to his own undoing as well as the betraying of 
the person who reposed confidence in him. Crime 
is very much like appetite, which comes with eat- 
ing. The oftener the criminal sins against soci- 
ety the more set he becomes in his disposition to 
walk in the way of the transgressor. He knows 
those ways are hard, but he refuses to turn aside 


into smoother paths, although he knows they lead 


to peace. 

It is different with the youthful delinquent. 
There is much more liope Of successfully reform- 
ing him if he is treated right. But while a close 
watch should be kept over the confirmed criminal, 
not trusting him too far out of sight, and while

Is This the Money Trust? 
HUNDRED years ago, on June 16, 1812, a 
little company of business men in New York 
City went before the Legislature of the Empire 
State and asked for a charter for a commercial 
bank, to be known as the City Bank of New York. 
The charter was granted, and the corporation 
proceeded to do business. The war with Great 
Britain had just broken out. The capital stock 
of the corporation was to be $2,000,000, divided 
into shares of $50 each. The act authorizing the 
bank required its officers to pay into the treasury 
of the State “for the use an efit of common 
schools,” $120,000. 

While the authorized capital was $2,000,000, 
there was actually subscribed $800,000. This 
stock was scattered among the people of New 
York very widely, few of the stockholders hold- 
ing very large amounts. Deposits were not large, 
yet it subscribed half a million dollars toward the 
United States loan of 1813, to finance the war 
with Great Britain, and there has never been an 
issue of United States bonds from that time 2 
this in which the bank has not participated. 

In 1865 the bank was nationalized as the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, and in 1900 the 
capital stock was increased to $10,000,000, and 
again in 1902, to $25,000,000, where it now stands. 

In 1882 the actual capital of the bank was 
$1,000,000 with a surplus of $2,000.000, and its 


In 1886 the bank had a surplus of $2,000,000, 
in 1906 of a little more than 000.000, and in 
1911 the surplus had risen to $34,131,839. 

The bank today has a capital stock of $25,000,- 
000. Its deposits of various kinds, mostly in- 
dividual, amount to $139,334,641.03, and the total 
resources of the bank are $290,000,000 plus. 

We are not informed as to how many individ- 
uals there are among the stockholders of this 
bank today, but they probably number many 
thousands. The main portion of its wealth is 
its deposits in money of merchants, manufac- 


ing the general public of the city of New York 


for the most part. This New York bank has} 


prospered. Its prosperity has possibly been a 
little larger than the general run of banks, but 
who will says its career under the honest manage- 
ment that has marked it has been a detriment 
and not a benefit to all the people? There is no 
rough rider in the city of New York galloping 
through the streets with a lash to force depositors 
to place their money in the keeping of this insti- 
tution. The people put their money there of 
their own free will and accord, and we boldly sub- 
mit it is their business and that of no other. 


European and American Finance. 
ERIODICAL financial panics which collapse 
credit, break down industries, prostrate en- 
terprises and cause banks to give way under pres- 
sure, have not been disastrous or frequent in the 
leading countries of Europe, because it is the 
policy and practice of the government banks there 
to furnish money at all times, at some rate of 


the reorganization of the Bank of England, in 
1844, this policy has been steadily pursued and 
more than once has relieved distressing financial 
situations. During the panic of 1857, whicn in 
this country was devastating in its effects, a dis- 
count rate of 10 per cent. in London prevailed for 
forty-five days. During the panic of 1866 for 
three months the same rate prevailed. During 
six years the discount rate was 6 per cent. It 
was below 6 per cent. for periods aggregating 
fifty years. It was 3 per cent. for periods aggre- 
grating thirty-one years. It was 2 per cent. for 
periods aggregating ten years. 7

grammar lessons. It would not do to say he 
hadn't intellect enough to comprehend and apply 
the rule.

ot semi-mature age and is true without exception of 


children of immature minds. Go into the schoolroom 
and see if this be not so. The teacher of gentle man- 
ners will have pupils whose manners are gentle: the. 
pupils under the teacher of rough-and-ready manners 
will be of the same type. They acquire the very gait 
and gestures and the tones of voice of the teacher. 
A teacher with well-defined personality will reproduce 
himself in his pupils to almost as absolute a degree 
as parentage is shown in the inherited qualities of off- 
spring. In cases too numerous to be rare the repro 
duced likeness will de more astonishing than that of 
the parent and the child. 

If this e true why did Prof Francis appeal to the 
teachers to develop their own personality? 
personality is like memory, imagination or command of 
language, something that can be culttvated. and by cub 
tivation increase in quantity and lprove in quality.

ern Mexico, September 15, 1830. His father was Jose 
Faustino Diaz, of good Spanish descent; from his 
mother’s side he inherited the blood of the Mixteco In- 
dians, one of the best of the aborigines of Mexico. 
Hence, Gen. Diaz can claim relationship with both In 
dian and Spanish influences in the upbuilding of Mexico. 
When Porfirio Diaz, who was one of seven children, was 
3 years old his father, who kept a small inn at Oaxaca, 
died of cholera, leaving scarcely any worldy goods 
Much of the fortitude and resoluteness of the “maker 
of Mexico” must have been inherited from the mother, 
Petrona Diaz, for history records that she made extreme 
sacrifices to provide for her children and give them as 
much education as possible. She was a devout Catholic; 
and the bishop of Oaxaca was her relative, so {it was 


only natural that she should wish Porfirio to become a 


priest. The mother and the bishop urged the boy to 
enter the church, but he thought otherwise decidedly. 
“T argued with myself,” he said a few years ago, that 
my life would be longer than theirs, so I must carve it 
out my own way.” , 


The good bishop was the godfather of Porfirio and 


held a close regard for the boy, and he and the mother 
argued for months to no avail. Young Dias was told 
that ne would die a pauper if he persist-d, but he took 
to teaching to obtain money for his mother and to be 
able to complete his education. Then he was designed 
for the law, and he studied for four years at the Na- 
tional and Pontifical Seminary at Oaxaca, and in 1849 
entered the Institute of Sciences and Arts of Oxaca 
It was there he came under the ‘nfluence of Benito 
Juarez. 

As a boy young Diaz had been attracted frequently to 
the camp fires of the soldiers frequently bivouacking 
at Oaxaca, and it is tradition in his native city that he 
and his brother Felix played “soldiers” at times when 
they were supposed to be in school. The dominating 
desire to be a soldier had slumbered through his school 
days and his preparations to become a lawyer, and in 
1853, when the struggle between the Conservatives and 


Liberals of Mexico reached white heat, Porfirte Dias |

Effect of Mountain Ar. 


The discomfort which many persons experience at 
great altitudes is caused chiefly by the diminution ina 
atmospheric pressure. For most persons, a sojourn 
in mountain regions at altitudes up to 10,000 feet is 
wholly beneficial and the benefit is due partly to ob 
jective and determinable factors and not entirely to 
the subjective influences of change of scene, environ- 


The Involuntary Breathing is Best. 

The character of the respiration, for example, 
is altered. Observation shows that at great altitudes 
and, in general, in an atmosphere poor in oxygen the 
volume of air inhaled and exhaled in each respira 
tion is increased, while the number of respirations 
per minute remains unchanged. In this way a more 
thorough ventilation of the lungs is effected without 
greatly increasing the work done by the respiratory 
muscles.

Cold water is the next culprit accused of making and 
increasing chronic rheumatism.

Cold-water applications rightly applied will never 
have such detrimental effects. The reaction follow- 
ing the cold rub or guss leaves the surface aglow with 
warmth and not cold. These applications increase the 
temperature of the skin and stimulate the capillary 
circulation. The first effect of cold applied tempora- 
rily to the skin (in accordance with the law of double 
effect) is to send the blood into the interior and to 
leave the surface cold and anemic. The sensation of 
cold is telegraphed, over the sensory nerves, to head- 
quarters in the brain and from there immediately the 
command comes back to the circulatory apparatus, 
“send blood to the surface.” 5 
As a result, the blood rushes into the surface and the 
cold and shivering skin becomes aglow with vital heat. 
When in winter time our hands are frozen with cold, 
we do not bathe them in warm water or warm them at 
a hot stove; experience teaches us that this may cause 
gangrene. We rub them vigorously with snow. By 
virtue of the law of double effect this draws the blood 
into the frozen fingers and sends it scurrying through 
the capillaries. 

Since the greatest problem in all uric acid diseases 
is, how to stimulate the circulation and how to over- 
come the obstructions in the capillaries, no better 
means for accomplishing this can be used than the 
cold-water application, wet packs, blitzguss, barefoot 
walking in the grass, etc. The trouble is that the crit-

When the matter of fit and quality of the shoe is 
disposed of, there is still ancther cause for hard 
growths on the feet. We imust, of course, take into 
consideration the fact that a certain amount of good 
hard quality of flesh on the soles of the feet, where 
they strike the ground, is necessary. But it is very 
easy to discern when the callous growths are foreign 
and abnormal. Thess, as well as corns, are caused in 
great part by the fact that the foot is eo constantly cov-

and so on, until a callous mass is formed. When 
skin at any point is in this unhealthy condition, 
slight extra pressure of the boot sets up a morbid irri- 
tation, sometimes taking the form of a corn, when & 
little point of hardened skin plerces into the soft flesh 
surrounding, causing pain, and often inflammation. 
There is a simple preventive measure, which, if com- 
menced as soon as a child is inured to walking, and 
continued always thereafter, would prove an absolute 
preventive of morbid conditions of the feet. It consists 
first in proper attention to bathing of the feet. Every 
person, man, woman and child, should take a hot foot- 
bath every night. A little perfumed bathb-alcohol in the 
water is beneficial, and leaves a dainty after-effect. 
After the bath, the feet should be rubbed well with a 
hard, Turkish towel—not so roughly as to tear the 
skin, but vigorously, especially on the soles of the 
feet, all over and between the toes, Attention should 
be given to keeping the nails properly trimmed, as 6 
great deal of trouble may result from the neglect of 
this. If there is a change of stockings in the afternoon, 
the feet should be given a thorough dry rubbing with 
a hard, coarse towel before the fresh footwear is put 
The child or adult who is not accustomed to this 
treatment, will at first find the feet a little tender and 
sensitive. But this is the surest sign that the treat 
ment is needed. If commenced in time, it will posi- 
tively prevent the acquirement of corns. And even 
where corns and callositfes are already started or 
established, it will do a very great deal of good; for 
it will keep the pores of the skin well open, and thug 
relieve the congestion around the inflamed point. 
Another measure of expediency is the matter of ven- 
tilation in the footwear, for the feet suffer for want of 


it. One journal suggests that two eyelet holes be put - 


in the shoe on the inner side of the arch of the foot, ex- 
cepting, of course, in heavy boots to be worn in im 
element or very cold weather. These eyelets can be 
put in by any cobbler. | 

It should be realized that the suffering caused by 
corns, bunions and callosities are a constant drain on 
the vitality; and the unceasing consciousness of pain 
saps the resisting power of the constitution. It would 
seem, therefore, that to save her children suffering in 
later years, and not to allow so small a thing to become 
an element of detriment to their general health, the 
mother would make it a point to give up the time neces

should also give the same care and attention to her own 


feet; for very often upon the good condition of these 


important members depends the peace and comfort of 
the entire household.

Necessity for Exercise in Summer. 


HERE is a strong tendency to give up physical ex- 
ercise when summer comes, but it is a serious mis- 
take. To let up” on one’s physical work is to “let 
down” on one’s physical condition. This is not desir- 
able. Regularity begets equilibrium; equilibrium of 
one’s physical condition is a synonym of health. — 
The uncomfortable feeling with which so many per- 
sons ate afflicted during the summer months is not 
so much due to the oppressive heat without, as to the 
depressing effect of the heat within. To prove this 
assertion it is only necessary to note the fact that 
those who exercise most and perspire most are the 
least affected, because their pores are thoroughly 
opened to let out the heat. . 
One should not eat a winter diet during the heated 
season, as the system does not require it. It is im- 
possible to make rules to regulate diet, but one should 
eat as he works, the quantity and kind to be governed 
thereby. ‘The last meal of the day should be of such a 
nature as to fully repair the torn-<down tissue of the 
day and to supply a portion of the energy for the mor- 
row. 

Avoid undue exposure to the sun’s rays during the 
heated portion of the day, but if obliged to be so sub 
jected do not wear black clothing, especially a black 
hat. If you are so circumstanced as to be obliged to 
expose yourself during the heat of the day, three 
things observe with care—what you eat, what you 
drink and what you wear.

Nl. BABY’S BOWELS. 


Baby's diarrhoea is generally a sign of intestinal 
inflammation, mainly caused by unsuitable feeding. It

The baby has not been digesting his milk, and 
will pass it in curdled, putty-like lumps, with a little 
acrid greenish discharge from the intestines. When 
this lasts for any length of time, it is exceedingly wast- 
ing, and baby is said to have consumption of the bow- 
els. But he has not. He is simply the poor little vic 
tim of ignorance. Too often the milk diet is continued 
in these cases, when it should be promptly abandoned, 
and some other dietary substituted; for baby has 
shown plainly that he ts not properly digesting his 
The unfortunate little one is too often dosed with 
opiates, soothing syrups, or vegetable astringent 
such as aromatic powders—when he will very promptly 
get worse, and is likely to die.
